Several in the crowd were heard to shout as the police | 
moved upon them: “This is no better than Fascism.” 

Before the police were reinforced, scores of demonstrators 
had pushed past the regular guards into the government build- 
ing, where they broke furniture and shattered windows. 

Many of the injured, including policemen, were reported in 
serious condition.

Tin Supplies Seen 


LONDON, (Reuters) — The in-/ 
ternational tin conference, opened 
Tuesday by Supply Minister John 
Wilmot, will not renew the interna- 
tional tin regulation agreement 
which expires at the end of 1946. 

Its likeliest outcome will be the 
establishment of “study groups” of 
representatives from both producer 
and consumer countries to review 
the world tin situation. 

Mr. Wilmot forecast a situation 
in which, once the tin producing 
areas in the east are rehabilitated, 
potential tin production will be in 
excess of demand. He urged the con- 
ference to consider the necessity for 
continuous intergovernmental study 
of that position. 

World consumption currently is 
restricted to an annual rate of about 
108,000 long tons, compared with a 
pre-war average of 155,000 long tons. 

The world stock pile accumulated 
before Japan entered the war has 
been remarkably well maintained 
by strict conservation—it now is 
around 95,000 long tons, compared 
with 168,000 tons in 1941, although 
American officials rightly assert 
consumers would absorb this over- 
night if it were uncontrolled.

ST. JOHN’S Nfld. (CP)—A 45- 
man convention charged with 
recommending a future form of gov- 
ernment for this, the oldest of Bri- 
tain’s colonies is meeting daily be- 
hind closed doors but so far the 


deliberations have not given shape 
to any specific recommendation. 
From conversations with conven- 


| tion members it would appear that 


half of them have open minds on 
the type of future government. They 
won't take a definite stand until 
all the facts and figures have been 
placed before them and studied.

split thtee ways. One third favors 
continuation of the exisiting com- 
mission of government, established 
by Britain in 1934 when the island 
was on the verge of bankruptcy. 
Another third supports confedera- 
tion with Canada, The remaining 
faction advocated a return of re- 
sponsible government. 

Members who advocate confeder- 
ation or responsible government 
state that if the question was put 
to the people now they likely would 
vote for retention of some form of 
commission government. 

This appears to be borne out by a 
poll conducted by the St. John’s

have already been cast in the polls

Members of the convention who 
support confederation or respon- 
sible government hope that when 
all the facts have been made known 
through the convention there will 
be a quick change over of opinion. 


After three weeks of open session 
the convention split up into comit- 
tees which meet in camera in the 
100-year old Colonial building 
where responsible governments be- 
fore found it impossible to keep the 
country's finances on an even keel.

Of Flying

LONDON, (NANA) — The tragic 
loss of one of Britain’s most ad- 
vanced jet-driven experimental air- 


craft is a reminder of the work be- | 
|ing done on the structure and de- 


sign of aircraft intended for the in- 
vestigation of speeds near that of 
sound, 

The de Havilland Swallow, in 
which test-pilot Geoffrey de Havil- 
land’ lost his life recently, was 
theoretically capable of speeds up 
to about 670 m.p.h, It had not the 
power necessary to reach that 
speed, but there were plans for 
providing much more power and it 
should not have encountered trouble 
with shock waves until its speed 
exceeded 650 m.p.h. 

What caused the disaster has not 
yet been established. The evidence 
is being collected, fragment by frag- 
ment, from the mud in the Thames 


| estuary, but there seems little doubt 


that the Swallow was flying at an 
extremely high speed when it broke 


Tests High Speeds 


It had been designed for just such 
speeds so that the airliner of sim- 
ilar characteristics which will follow 
it in a few years should have a 
large safety margin. The use of the 
wing for high-speed 
flying was undergoing the most 
rigorous tests, 

The earlier version of the Swal- 
which initial tests began 
May 15, still exists, 

This is not the only British ex- 
periment with a swept-back wing. 
Another, which has proceeded by 
easier stages, is likely to undergo 
thorough tests early in 1947, This 
is an aircraft designed primarily 
as a means of developing the flying 
winz—an aircraft which has no 
fuselage to carry the familiar tail 
organs—but in avorking out the 
theory of the flying wing the de- 
signer has had to take account of 
the peculiar properties of the 
swept-back wing. 

Build Flying Wing 


Armstrong Whitworth have un- 
dertaken this work, The investica- 
tion was begun by building and fly- 
ing the glider which was an exact 
scale model of the bigger flying 
wing now approaching completion 
The full-scale flying winz—the first 
aircraft of its kind to be jet driven 
—should fly in ‘January. I have 
lately been watching it assembled 
at the works near Coventry. 

Knowing how thoroughly the 
glider was tested, I expect the com- 
pleted aircraft to satisfy the design 
calculations, Its loaded weight will 
be 33,000 pounds.

OTTAWA, (CP)—Joachim von 
Ribbentrop, condemned former Nazi 
foreign minister, will go to the 
gallows in Nuernberg with one mi- 
nor obligation paid up—a 38-cent 
debt to Harry Skinner, Ottawa 
druggist. 

Mr. Skinner said he had receiv- 
ed a registered letter, written in 
German, from a Bath, Ont., woman

nature could not be deciphered. 

The letter read: 

“Enclosed you will find 38 cents 
| as you have said Herr yon Ribben- 
trop owed you that. It shall never 
be said that a German ambassador 
has not paid his debts.” 


at 450 m.p.h. Its landing speed is ex- 
pected to be about 75 m.p.h. 

For flying-wing purposes, the 
size of this aircraft, the A.W.-52, is 
not impressive. It has a 90-foot 
span but, as it is intended for high 
speed work, the wing must be rela- 
tively thin. It is big enough to con- 
tain two gas turbines wholly buried, 
but if the designer had sought to 
provide a seven-foot high passenger 

| salon in the wing he would have had 
to make the aircraft of a loaded 
| weight of about 180,000 pounds, or 
| nearly six times the present air- 
| craft. The A.W.-52 could therefore 
serve as a mail carrier, but it is 
primarily an experimental type. 

Could Make Jet Bomber 

Its sweep-back, for instance, is of 
a modest order—30 degrees compar- 
ed with the Swallow's 40—yet so 
much has been learned from small- 
scale flying tests that the startling 
possibilities of the flying wing for 
military purposes can be worked out 
With some accuracy. 

There seems, for instance, every 
likelihood that if a 45-degree sweep- 
back were used, a four-jet bomber 
could be designed with a top speed 
of 650 m.p.h., a bomb-load of 25,000 
pounds., and a range of 3,000 miles. 
What the flying wing seems likely 
to yield when properly developed is 
a reduction in drag of at least half, 
which will give a large improvement 
in range and in the payload for a 
given range. 

All this may have little influence 
in commercial air transport except 
for freight because of the inability 
to give passengers a salon with 
windows in an aircrart of the flying 
wing type. Work on the flying wing 
cannot be done without resolving 
the majority of the difficulties as- 
sociated with the swept-back wing. 
The sweep-back is a means of de- 
laying the onset of shgck waves and 
the disturbance of airflow occur- 
ring near the speed of sound, It is 
| not expected to be effective much 
beyond 700 m.p.h. at sea level. With- 
out it an orthodox aircraft meets 
the troubles at various speeds be- 
tween 580 and 640 m.p.h. 

A price has to be paid for extend- 
ed immunity from compressibility 
troubles. The swept-back wing is apt 
to lose lift at its tips at slow speeds 
If it advances to extremely high 
speeds it may suffer tip stall for a 
| different reason. The possibility of 
dealing with this breakaway of air- 
flow by sucking air into the wing at 
|a certain point on its surface was 
| investigated on the glider model of 
| the A.W.-52 and the results were so 
good that this wing suction device 
is incorporated in the full-scale air- 
craft. ‘

U.S. Seeks Plant 


For Reparations 


WASHINGTON, (AP) -~- The 
United States has submitted a “bid” 
for a German, optical plant as a 
part of her reparations claims in 
Europe, Dean Acheson, under- 
secretary of state, said Tuesday. 

Mr. Acheson said the United 
States has requested the _ inter- 
Allied reparations agency in 
Brussels to allocate the Hensoldt 
and Sons factory at Herborn, 1 
the American occupation zone, to 
this country. 

It is the first claim put forward 
by the United States for any of the 
87 industrial plants made available 
for reparations in the American, 
British and French occupation 
zones. 

Mr. Acheson denied that the 
American charge d'affaires in An- 
kara Monday delivered a new note 
to the Turkish government out- 
lining the United States attitude 
toward Russia’s proposal for bi- 
lateral Turkish-Soviet discussions 
on the Dardanelles issue. Mr. 
Acheson said no new note has been 
sent, but the United States might 
make public soon its views on the 
Soviet proposal. 

He also denied that the United 
States rejected a Finnish govern- 
ment request for a $70,000,000 loan. 
Mr. Acheson said no such Finnish 
loan application is on file. He 
pointed out, however, that the 
United States extended $65,000,000 


in credits to Finland during the last | 


year, including a $35,000,000 export- 
import bank loan which the Finns 
have virtually used up. 


Warns Arctic Area 
May See Conflict 


CHICAGO, (AP) — President 
Truman said Tuesday labor must 
dovetail its own goals with those 
of the American people because now 
“the peace of the world may be at 
stake.’ 

A message from the president 
read to the American Federation of 
Labor convention here said the Un- 


ited States can enjoy “secure 
abundance” provided industry, 
labor and government co-operate 


fully. 

The president's message followed 
an address by Gen. Carl Spaatz, 
commander of the United States 
Army Air Forces, who. said that 
plane production has been allowed 
to lag behind United States secur- 
ity needs. 

The air forces chief said any 
future war would be fought in the 
air with the “whole Arctic region an 
arena of conflict” and the industrial 
United States middle-west a vulner- 
able target for an “overwhelming 
surprise attack from the air.”

The first concert in the 1946-47 season 
of the Edmonton Philharmonic society will 
be given on the 20th of this month and the 
sale of season tickets has been under wav for 
some days. ' 


There are two reasons why Edmonton 
people should support this endeavour freely 
and generously. 

The first that the Philhar- 
monic dispenses excellent and enjoyable 
music and patrons get far more than their 
money’s worth at each concert. 

The second reason is that the Philhar- 
monic represents a civic asset that is valuab- 
le, in a cultural way, to even the most tone- 
deaf citizen. Even a person who has not 
the slightest appreciation of good music or 
liking for good music would do well to sup- 
port this organization, because it places in 
the way of children and adolescents a means 
of enriching and broadening their lives. 

A man may not personally use public 
playgrounds. But he helps to pay for them 
because he knows they do offer an essential 
service to an important section of the com- 
munity. The same thing is true of the Phil- 
harmonic. It adds to the civilized stature of 
the city. 

It helps to bring new people to Edmon- 
ton. It helps to keep residents here. 

The Philharmonic is one of the agencies 
that is helping to build Edmonton into met- 
ropolitan importance. Its contribution to 
that end is limited only by the support it 
receives. 


Canadians Fare Well. 


While people in the United States com- 
plain that they cannot get enough meat, Can- 
adians have fresh evidence of how much bet- 
ter, and how generally satisfactory, the meat 
supply is in Canada. ; 

It is officially announced that since last 
spring Canadian consumers have voluntarily

turned back to the government 1,000,000 cou- | 


pons, thus making it possible to send overseas 
1,000,000 pounds of meat which would other- 
wise have been kept for the home market and 
consumed here. 

This means that we have done without 
that amount of meat which we were by law 
entitled to buy. Obviously that could not have 
happened if supplies here had been notably 
Scarce, or even less than reasonably plenti- 
ful. 

Comparisons are not called for, except to 
recognize the fact that we in Canada are far- 
ing well in respect to meat supply, and have 
been faring well. For that we should be 
thankful; as also for the fact that many 
among us are willing to get along with less 
than they could properly use in order to 
Spare some for the meat-hungry people 
across the sea. 


Getting Down to it 


For some weeks a strike has been in 
progress at several of the soda ash and 


caustic soda plants in Canada. These strikes 
have interfered with the full production of 
soap and particularly of laundry soap since 
the soda content of the latter is much higher 
than in toilet soaps. 

Nothing very much has been done about 
these strikes so far as the news has shown. 


But Monday, vigorous sté ps were taken to 
end the dispute at the Amherstburg plant. It 
was reported that the management would 


make conciliatory proposals to the strikers 
there. 

The report said that the management 
was impelled to this action because the soda 
ash shortage has interfered with bottle pro- 
duction and this, in turn, has caused a re- 
duction in the liquor ration in Ontario. 

Soda ash seems to be as important to 
glass bottles as it is to soap. 

It is a quaint commeftary on human 
intelligence that a strike which has embar- 
rassed housewives all over the country by de- 
priving them of soap should have received 
scant attention until it began to cut down on 
the Ontario liquor ration; when everybody, 
suddenly, got into a blazing hurry to see it 
settled. 

One is entitled to sympathize with the 
people of Ontario if they have to go short of 
beer, They undoubtedly have a legitimate 
complaint 

But one would think that the dirty necks 
of children and ill-washed clothing would be 
regarded as a calamity equally as serious. 


Science Does it Again

| Thus when the big wind reached the 

| Florida coast windows in houses and business 
buildings had already been boarded up, people 
‘evacuated from low-lying coastal places 
where tidal waves could be expected, first- 
aid stations established, and the populace 
had taken to the dug-outs. 

Between 1926 and 1930 some 161 persons 
were killed for each ten million dollars of 
property damage done by hurricanes in that 
area, Improved warning arrangements cut 
this ratio to 81 deaths during the next decade. 
And in the last five years only four persons 
have been killed for the same amount of pro- 
perty damage. The death rate has thus drop- 
ped 96 per cent in 20 years. 

Recalling that 300 persons lost their lives 
in a Florida hurricane in 1935, this phenom- 
enal reduction of the death rate is a remark- 
able illustation of what scientific discovery 
is doing—in a multitude of ways—to make 

life safe. For an efficient method of spread- 
ing advance warnings was the main factor in 
reducing the deadliness of these storms.

That is a fundamental reason why oc- 
cupation forces should be maintained in Ger- 
many for the forty years suggested by Mr. 
Byrnes. Only so can democracy be firmly

The Law on Picketing

A basic right of a citizen is the 
right to work: to go about his 
business in his own way; to live 
laut peace in his own home. 
| This right has nothing to do 
}with labor disputes. The laws of 
{Canada guarantee this right but

The right has always been up- 
held in the courts, Indeed, never 
juntil the past few weeks, has it 
been challenged by any group, in- 
ciuding organized labor.

Future historians are therefore 
more likely to record that the real 
significance of Nuremberg was that 
it set a precedent for the losers to 
be tried by the victors—and killed. 
Whether this will materially ad- 
vance the cause of world civili- 
zation seems open to doubt 

The careful and discriminating 
judgments handed out at Nurem- 
berg are proof of the seriousness 
and sense of responsibility with 
which the tribunal devoted itself 
to its complicated and _ thankless 
task. No one can doubt that justice 
in the broadest sense has been 
done, On the other hand, it is 
open to grave doubt whether it was 
good law,

Certainly the guilty men commit- 
ted the vilest crimes against hum- 
anity, But in order that these 
should be brought home to them, 
new law had to be invented, and 
applied retroactively, No one can 
find much satisfaction in that.

There are two phrases which one 
often hears today. One is “a fair 


wage” and the other is a “fair 
price.” Like the phrase “parity 
prices” these are rather obscure 


terms, But whenever I hear them | 
remember a definition of them 
which, while slightly cynical, 
about as close to the truth as we are 
apt to get. The definition for both 
terms was the same: “A little more 
than we are getting now.” 


Probably one of the most import- 
ant factors in human nature is the 
tendency for people never to be 
satisfied. While this may lie at the 
root of most of our modern ills, it is 
also the basis from which all pro 
gress springs. It is the driving force 
behind civilization. But when we 
begin to discuss how much income 
people need in order to obtain the 
“minimum necessities” of life we 
should remember that, because of 
this insatiable urge of human be- 
ings to get more, we must be careful 
to distinguish between “need” and 
“desire”. 

One of the most interesting arti- 
cles I have ever read was written 
by the wife of an American busi- 
nessman, She was explaining what 
a difficult time she had trying to 
make ends meet on her husband's 
income which was $50,000 per year 
And believe it or not she found 
it almost impossible to provide what 
she, and the circle in which she 
moved, believed were the bare nec 
essities of life. Her troubles were 
just as real and just as important 
to her are as the troubles of the 
young family today trying to strug 
gle by on an income of $80 or $90 
per month. 


As the standard of living in any 
country improves so our idea of 
what constitutes “minimum necessi 
ties” will also move forward. People 
who are prone to critfcize the farm. 
ers, or labor, or any other group for 
asking for a greater share of the 
national income when they are al 
ready making more than they have 
ever made before should remember 
this. If we were able to permit 
everybody in this country to have a 
minimum guaranteed income of 
$5,000 per year (with the dollar 
worth what it is today) we would 
still find that those who had to live 
on that minimum income would still 
seem to be living under condi. 
tions of great hardship compared 
with what would then be our con- 
ception of “minimum necessities” 

This desire to improve our posi- 
tion is more common on this con 
tinent than in Europe. There the 
peasant classes exist under condi. 
tions which to us seem intolerable 
poverty. Compared with them the 
most unfortunate people in Can- 
ada live in luxury, Yet this is no 
reason why we should be content 
to mark time or stand still. It is 
the nature of every one of us to 
strive for more. We should not criti- 


cise people for doing this, because 
it is a healthy thing, It is the dis- 
tinction between a free man and a 
slave.

its 1946-47 season next week with 14 rule changes, none of them 
drastic, but all designed to improve and speed up what already is 
one of the world’s fastest games. 

The changes, some of them announced previously, were sum- 
arized in a statement released Tuesday from N.H.L. headquarters. 

Teams will be allowed to dress 15 players, exclusive of goal- 
keepers, in the new season, compared with 14 in the past.. The 
league believes the extra player will be a valuable addition in 
maintaining the pace of a lightning-fast game. 

THE RULE RELATING to a player using a broken stick will be 
changed and this season the player will be allowed to continue in 
play if he drops the broken portion. This means he will be able to 
kick the puck until he receives a new stick from the bench. 

In former years a player was not allowed to take part in play 
until he had replaced his broken stick with a new one. 

When a penalty shot is awarded, any player on the offended 
team who is not serving a penalty will be allowed to take the shot. 
This is a change from the previous ruling that only the person 
fouled can take the shot and will enable coaches to call on their 
best marksmen. 


MATCH AND MATCH MISCONDUCT penalties will be shown 
in the record books as 20 minutes in future but match misconduct 
penalties will not involve suspension from subsequent games. 

Players who leave the bench or penalty box to enter into an alter- 
cation will receive a misconduct penalty in addition to being fined 
$25 as at present. A goalkeeper who incurs a misconduct penalty 
will be fined $25 and a member of his team on the ice will serve 
the penalty. 

A new rule has been introduced under the heading of “unneces- 
sary roughness” and any player guilty of such an offence may be 
prenen ail two minutes.
